and was born in Beloit. He is mar- 
ried and has two children.

sin in 1916, he practiced law with 
Burr W. Jones, former justice of the 
supreme court. In 1917 he became a 
member of the law firm of Leni- 
check, Boesel and- WIcbena, Milwau- 
kee, 
with which he is still associated. 


The new justice was attached to 


the War Trade board at Washington 
for several months in 1918-1919 and 
since April, 1913, has been a faculty 
member at the University of Wiscon- 
sin law school. He has specialized in 
corporation law and commercial pa- 
per.

HOW TO EDUCATE 


THEIR EMPLOYES 


Young Sales People Recom- 


mended by Extension Di- 
vision Expert 


Modern methods of training 
and 


paying salespeople were discussed in 
an address by R. B. Ellingwood. uni- 
versity 
extension 
speaker, at the 


final noon session of the Retail Insti- 
tute at the Kiwanis club luncheon at 
Conway hotel "Wednesday afternoon. 
"&. K. Doering, the other speaker, 
addressed the group on Making More 
Profits In Eetailing. About 100 peo- 
ple were present. 


Managers of modern selling insti- 


tutions are gradually adopting the 
modern, method of hiring and train- 
ing younger sales people, rather than 
holding aged persons who ha\e been 
sapping the life of the institution 
with their large salaries and giving- 
less service in return, Mr. Elling- 
wood said. 


"Many modern managers realize 


that young salespeople have young 
ideas and help the buyers purchase 
modern creations, which also catch 
the eye of the customer, while the 
old help still waddles in old ideas, 
and thus breaks down the modernis- 
tic fibre of the institution," he said. 


Mr. Ellingwood said it is advisable 


to put more responsibility on their 
shoulders and thus put them into a 
partnership spirit. 


He scored the "paternal attitude" 


method of some store managers. He 
said that method tended to make 
salespeople irresponsible 
and lazy, 


and brings about jealousy. 


"'APPROVES CONTEST 


He said he favors holding con- 


tests in stores, thus giving the sales- 
people a chance to vie with one an- 
other In boosting various articles 
and getting to know thefc- merchan- 
dise better. 


In discussing the three methods of 


paying salespeople, -Mr. EHmgwood 
said he deplored the straight salary, 
and bonus-quota methods, but fa- 
vors a conservative commission bas- 
is, plus a fair standard salary. 


"The straight salary method tends 


to make -salespeople self satisfied, 
and brings about no incentive to 
better themselves," he said. It also 
tends to force employers to raise sal- 
aries from year to year, thus keep- 
ing old salespeople, and again break- 
ing down the modernistic fibre of the 
institution. 


"The bonus-quota method is 
the 


worst It keeps the "green-eyed mon- 
ster" jealousy alive in an institution, 
and often causes' the downfall of a 
department store. It keeps the young- 
salespeople in the background and 
gives~tne "old logeys" the~ chance to 
collect "the highest revenues- due to 
big^ sales peapea from'old friends and 
acquaintances. _ 


"The bonus-quoted method brings 


about complicated records and many 
stores now operating on that basi§ 
keep large ledgers on salary ex- 
pense, a. needless expense in itself. 


"The combination method seems 


to be working the best, according to 
recent surveys conducted by busi- 
ness executives. It keeps ahve a 
strong incentive for, salespeople to 
better themselves, and to move mer- 
chandise at a greater 
speed. .It 


brings about equality and fair mind- 
edness among the sales force. 


Mr. Doering's talk was of a techni- 


cal nature, dealing entirely in stock 
control and inventories. He outlined 
briefly -the proper methods of line 
control i stock checking, line formu- 
la and stock watching.-His talk was

Washington —(CPA)— oils are be- 


ing above their surroundings just 
as petroleum is gushing to tho sur- 
face in scores of wells. There has 
been a period of 
over-production 


This is admitted by the industry. 
That period is now past, according 
to present reports to government 
sources. The supplies have dimin- 
ished while consumption of petrole- 
um products has gained. 


According to the bureau of mines, 


the year 1930 to date has shown 
a marked improvement in the pe- 
troleum situation. 


The bureau's economic analyist, G. 


R. Hopkins, reports that production 
has shown a consistent decline while 
consumption has gained. While the 
stocks of petroleum products on hand 
have not declined so appreciably as 
production, because of the tremend- 
ous amount on 
hand, there is no 


longer behind them the constant ad- 


over-pro- 
ditions which continuous 
duction entailed. 


Consumption in July, August and 


September topped all records, ac- 
cording to the most authentic fig- 
ures. 
Stocks of gasoline still are 


above the point they touched a year 
ago, but the trend then was upward, 
whereas now it is in the opposite di- 
rection.

Madison — Over half of the motor 


vehicle accidents 
involve 
pedes- 


trians. The right to walk in safety 
on public highways is one of the 
most fundamental rights, but the 
advent of other traffic has required 
pedestrians to give way to a certain 
extent. This is because it is easy 
for a pedestrian to stop, step aside 
or change his direction. Pedestrians 
were 
never seriously interferred 


with, by other traffic until modern 
motor traffic became a factor. These 
are facts taken from a statement 
prepared 
by the State Highway 


Commission of Wisconsin. 


"It is just as necessary for the 


pedestrian to walk safely as for the 


provisional -'government which fol- 
lowed the star and $86,000,000 of Rus- 
sion bonds sold privately 
in this 
country. 


motorist to drive safely," continues 
the statement. "When pedestrians 
aro numerous a sidewalk on which 
vehicles aro not allowed is a neces- 
sity. .On most rural highways the 
cost of such a walk is too great, and 
it is, therefore, necessary for both 
pedestrains and motorists to observe 
certain rules that have been made 
for their mutual protection. 


"The most fundamental of these is 


the one which directs pedestrians to

"Besides sounding the horn, the 


motorist should, if possible, give the 
pedestrian a'wide berth and have the 
car under such control that it can 
be stopped on very short notice. 
Pedestrians should reciprocate with 
a like courtesy. There is practically 
always along a road a shoulder wide 


enough to permit a pedestrian to 
step into the clear when a vehicle 
approaches, Not only la this for the 
pedestrian's own safety, but it is an 
unmistakable indication 
that

pedestrian knows of the 
vehicle's 


approach and has accorded to the 
motorist the courtesy required by 
statute, especially if accompanied by 
a movement of the hand or some- 
thing oC that nature.

Mack ask- 
ed him a few questions then sent him 
down to the clubhouse for a uniform 
and later inspection in practice. 


"He may not have a thing, but 


he's ambitious enough to come down 
here to see me," said Mack.

July to 51.60 per hundred for Au- 
gust. 
The low point of this year 


was in June with an average price 
of 51.51 per hundred. In spite of the 
improvement in milk prices which 
has recently taken place, the Au- 
gust price was still 38 cents 
per 


hundred under the price of a year 
ago, 
according to the crop report- 


ing- service of the Wisconsin and the 
United States departments of agri- 
culture at Madison. 


Milk production declined rather 


sharply since the beginning of Au- 
gust. For the United States as a 
whole, production per cow fell off 
about 6 per cent, the dry weather 
having already reduced production 
for the country during , July, 
In 


Wisconsin -where feed 
conditions 


were relatively good to midsummer, 
the sharpest decilne in milk produc- 
tion per cow came after August 1, 
and a decline in production of about 
10 per cent as compared with a year 
ago was recorded early in Septem- 
ber. 
The smaller 
production 
per 


cow is probably partly offset by the 
fact that there are more cows on 
the farms now than there were a 
year ago. 


The upswing in milk prices which 


began in July followed a recovery 
in the prices of both butter 
and 


cheese. With the shortage of feed 
which exists in many states and the 
widespread reduction in the produc- 
tion of milk and cream, the pros- 
pects now are for a continuation .of 
the price advances during the pres- 
ent fall, and perhaps the early win- 
ter. 
The number of cows on the 


farms is very high, however, and 
with the return of pastures next 
year production can be expected to 
resume its high level. Unless busi- 
ness conditions improve materially 
during the next year, 
it appears 


likely that following improvement in 
prices during the present fall and 
winter a period of depressed prices 
is again likely to occur. Much de- 
pends upon the food situation next 
year which Trill, no doubt, be affect- 
ed to some extent by the fact that 
the dry weather of the past summer 
has reduced the new seedmgs, which 
will affect next year's hay and pas- 
ture crops.

For Vegetable Garden

"Waupaca, around which is woven a long, colorful history. 
Constructed 


m the late '70s by a group of young immigrants, the structure has teen 
the center of Danish activities for many years. 


In the inset is "William J. Benedixen of Catwaba, 
the 
only 
living 


charter member of the Waupaca branch of the Danish 
Society of 


America. 
He was the first librarian of the society and did much to 


help erect the present building. 


While most of the flowering an- 


nuals can be sown this fall to good 
advantage, not so much can be done 
in the vegetable garden except put 
the soil in shape. A good epadlng, 
turning in compost or manure, is 
the best movo that can be made for 
next spring's vegetable planting. The 
perennial vegetables, asparagus and 
ihubnib as ivtil as multiplier onions 
can be planted to excellent advant- 
age ihis fall. 


Spinach, is the one early spring 


vegetable that may be planted in ad- 
vance of the season to advantage. 
Prepare the bed and scatter the seed 
in the rows as late as possible and 
dodge frozen ground. The idea is to 
get the seed sown so late that It will 
not germinate until next spring but 
will be ready to sprout as soon as 


i the first favorable weather swells 
the germ In the seed. 


Spinach must do all its growing 


in cool weather. The earlier it can 
be started the better and longer the 
crop. So fall sowing Is a real advan- 
tage. Mulch the bed well after the 
seed is- sown and remove the mulch 


early next spring/ as soon as the 
ground starts to thaw. There is no 
use planting the old-fa&hloned small- 
leaf spinach. The modern inventions 
in tho spinach life are eo far super- 
ior, both In size of leaf and quality, 
that it Is a foolish waste of space and 
timo to bother with any but the 
newer sorts, mostly of Danish origin. 
It is more heat resistant and less 
prone to race up to seed at the slight- 
est suspicion of warm weather. 


Multiplier, or potato onions as they 


are sometimes called, give the first 
young onions in spring. A few bulbs 
put in this fall will give you a crop 
before the onion sets can get into 
action. They are perfectly hardy. 


The asparagus bed should be set 


this fall, getting two-year-old plants 
from dealers. The main requisite Is 
deep rich soil for asparagus and am- 
ple root room for each hill, giving 
the plants three feet of space each 
way. Rhubarb roots should be set 
out now. Half a dozen plants will be 
sufficient to provide an ample sup- 
ply for the average family. 


Danish Society 


as Colorful History 


The only living-continuour char- 


ter members of the Waupaca branch 
of the Danish Society of America is 
the distinction held by "William J. 
Bendixen, who now 
-resides in 


Catawba, northwest of Waupaca. 


Mr. Bendixen, who was the first 


librarian of the society, had much 
to do with organizing the Danish 
society, and erecting the - present 
Danes' home in Waupaca. Lars Lar- 
son, the second last charter member 
died last August after spending his 
last evening at a social in the Danes 
home. 
' 


The Danish society of 
Waupaca 


-was organized by a-group of young 
immigrants of Denmark m the early 
'70s, and during the Christmas holi- 
days of 1876 a petition was circulat- 
ed asking for a charter. Those who 
signed the original petition were the 
late Nels Larson, James-Rusmussen, 
John Michelsen, George Henningson, 
Andrew Rasmussen, George Nelson, 
James Peteison, Hans Yorkson, An- 
drew Anderson, Lars Larson and 
"William Bendixen. 


The first meeting was held Jan. 1, 


1877 in a room on the second floor 
of a building which stood -where the 
Bamel 'Furniture Mart now stands 
in Waupaca. The first officers were 
Hans Yorkson, president; Andrew 
Rasmussen, vice president; George 
Nelson, secretary; Lars Larson, and 
William Bendixen, librarian. 


START LIBSAItE 
"At this meeting, members agreed 
to bring books to be contributed to- 
ward the beginning of a library. 
The secretary was, instructed to 
write to various Scandinavian news- 
papers in the country, 
informing- 


them of the new organization and its 
purposes and to furnish sis different 
papers regularily for the cost of the 
postage to bring them to Waupaca. 
The library was to be in the Dan'sh 
language, thus maintaining an in- 
terest in Danish literature. 


Business meetings were held ev- 


ery Thursday evening and 
social 


meetings 
-nere held periodically.
